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The Taxpayer Still Puts Up. 

The civic estimates for the cur- 
vent year do not include the usual 
dtom for the support of the public 
libraries. That does not mean, 
however, that the city is not to 
support the libraries. On the con- 
trary, the city owes the library 
board $30,000, and will pay the 
board needs money for running 
amount from time to time as the 
expenses. Seemingly nothing is 
contemplated in the way of put- 
ting the libraries on the fee sys- 
tem and making those who use 
them pay, or help pay, the cost of 
maintenance. 


Stop the Drain. 

An illustration of the necessity 
of putting the city on a ‘‘pay as 
you go’’ basis is contained in the 
statement of the mayor that if the 
city pays the two million dollars 
worth of maturing debentures this 
summer it will cost $40,000 to send 
the money to the United States. 
Borrowing in-these days is expen- 
sive, and paying seenis to be equal- 
ly so. The less of it the city has 
to do the less the tax bills will be, 
and the better our chances of es- 
caping catastrophe, Current reve- 
nue should be made to balance 
current expenditure. 


Cutting Out the Discounis. 


A government order has been 
issued forbidding the railway com- 
panies to give cut rates to dele- 
gates attending conventions in Al- 
berta. The order is made retro- 
active, and will affect teachers at- 
tending the present convention in 
Edmonton, also two other already 
arranged conventions; one to be 
held in Edmonton and the other 
in Calgary. Presumably the rule 
that cut rates are not to be allow- 
ed will also apply hereafter to 
fairs, excursions, picnics and holi- 
day trips. As there is no other 
conceivable purpose to be gained, 
the supposition will have to be 
that the order is issued to provide 
the railway companies with an of- 
ficial excuse for refusing to give 
the customary cut rates on occas- 
ions of this kind, and to enhance 
their revenues by charging full 
fares. Big business is capable of 
doing some small things, 


Nothing Doing. 

The city council has decided to 
hand on to next year’s council the 
duty of dealing with the accumu- 
lated and accumulating deficit on 
the street railway system, That of 
course is the easiest way, but it is 
only postponing the hour of set- 
tlement and increasing the diffi- 
culty. When a debt is accruing 
with the passage of time the soon- 
er measures are taken to deal with 
it the more easily it can be done. 
In refusing to take the street rail- 
way system in hand the council is 
no doubt governed by the refusal 
of the legislature to permit the 
street railway to be put on the 
zone system, That refusal, seem- 
ingly, killed the prospect of any- 
thing being done this year to get 
the enterprise on a solid financial 
footing. For that the legislature, 
not the council, is respansib!n, Un- 
fortunately it is not the legisla- 
ture, but the taxpayer of the city, 
who will have to pay for the con- 
sequences, 


Governmert Should Do 
the ‘‘Hoarding.’’ 

The commissioner who investi- 
gated the complaint that the Wil- 
liam Davies Co. had permitted the 
destruction of four tons of chick- 
en in their Winnipeg cold storage 
department reports that the com- 
pany did so deliberately, in an &t- 
tempt to force prices up to a cer- 


| Even in peace times food gambling 


was condemned, and more or less 
ineffective measures of regulation 
were adopted. Jf censurable in 
time of peace, gambling with the 
public food supply under present 
conditions must sink to the level 
of absolute crime.

Food is scarce, and 
the authorities express fear that 
it will be scarcer still. Gathering 
up and holding great reserves of 
food stuffs under such conditions 
is not really gambling at al).

He) is as 
certain as one can be of an)\thing 
in this world to getting his njoney 
back, with fancy rates of profit. 
Surely under such conditions, if a 
government has any responsibility 
at all to the people whom it rep- 
resents and whose interests it is 
supposed to protect, that respons- 
ibility requires action on the part 
of the government to absolutely 
control in the public interests the 
storage and holding of all kinds 
of food supplies. 


Why the Withdrawal? 

Control of the R.N.W.M.P. is no 
longer under the Provincial * au- 
thorities, But it would have been 
informing if, during the recent de- 
bate in the Legislature, the facts 
had been brought out as to what 
service the Mounted Police force 
has been put to since it was 
withdrawn from police duties. In- 
formation on this subject may 
transpire during the session of 
Parliaments 


Reduced Return Fares. 
A large proportion of the teach- 


ers: assembled at the convention in | 


Edmonton hold railway certifi- 
cates entitling them to one-third 
return fare. They are now con- 
fronted with the recent order of 
the railway board that no such re- 
duced fares are allowed, and find 
their return certificates useless. 
This is a serious matter to a body 
of people whose pay is small at 
best, and who have come here 
from long distances as much in 
the public interest as in their own. 


Possibly a resolution passed by the | 


convention setting forth the facts 
and wired to the railway board 
might have some effect in securing 
relief for the present situation, 
which unless relieved is one of 
hardship and injustice. 


Every Voter Should Pay. 

No tax system can be either fair 
or safe which does not require the 
payment of some tax, however 
small, by every person who posses- 
ses the right to vote for members 
of the tax-spending body. Now 
that the tax systems of nearly all 
the cities of the Province have to 
be’ amended in order to produce 
the required revenue, it would be 
better if the Legislature would 
make a job of it at once, and pass 
general legislation providing that 
all who vote must pay, Good city 
government is impossible unless 
every voter recognizes that he is 
personally responsible for the con- 
duct of civie affairs and the con- 
sequences, And in no way can that 
sense of personal responsibility be 
made as strong oi as wide as it 
ought to be save by making the 
duty of tax-paying coincident with 
the privilege of voting. 


Economy Not Optional. 

There are objections to the pro- 
posal to close up the kindergartens 
as a measure of school economy. 
There are objections to reducing 
the art and musie courses to such 
instruction as the ordinary teach- 
ers are qualified to give. There 
would be objection, inevitably, to 
any proposal involving a curtail- 
ment of the school services, or 
machinery, or frills. If economy is 
never begun until a point is found 
at which expense can be cut off 
without .raising objections, econ- 
omy will never be begun—in the 
schools or elsewhere, If an item

LONDON, April 3,—The final stage| 
of Germany's proposed dismember- 
ment of the Russian Empire is being 
prepared, A Berlin dispatch says 
most important territorial, political 
and military stipulations in the peace 
treaty with Russia have been begun. 
These include a new supplementary 
treaty. 

The agreement on the oil question, 
which virtually gives Germany the im- 
mense Baku oil fields, has been signed. 
Still other economic considerations 
will be discussed after the completion 
of the second treaty, it is asserted. 

It is believed possible that the new 
considerations include the gift of the 
Crimea to Turkey. This has been de- 
manded in Turkish newspapers, which 
said such an act would be along the 
line of self-determination, the Baltic 
provinces of Russia having been join- 
ed to Germany. The Crimea 
Turkish territory for 300 years, until 
1774, although its population is almost 
entirely Russian,
